Aid FCD 
Weed Control 


A new film "Marisa and 
the Mermaid,” ‘has just 
been completed for the Cen- 
tral and Southern Florida 
Flood Control District. 

The 14-minute reel in 
sound and color, tells the 
story of weed control 
an unending battle against 
aquatic vegetation. 

The District is now spend- 
ing more than $200,000 per 
year to keep its system of 
waterways clear, according 
to Ed Dail, FCD Executive 
Director.

$3.85 Million In Contracts 
Include Dike N. E. of Lake 


Contracts totaling $3,851, 
836 for three jobs in the 
Central and Southern Flori- 
da Flood Control District, 
have been awarded by the 
U. S. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers in Jacksonville. 

The largest contract, ac- 
ccrding to District Engineer 
Col. R. P. Tabb, carried a 
price tag of $1,906,830. It 
went to Troup Bros, Inc. 
ef Coral Gables and calls 
for more than 23 miles of 
canal excavation, construct- 
ing a salinity control struc- 
ture and four other water 
control structures in lower 
Dade County about 25 miles 
southwest of Miami. The ca- 
nal excavation will extend 
from Biscayne Bay on the 
east to a point some 4.5 
miles northwest of Home- 
stead on the west. 

The salinity control struc- 
ture, known as 20F wil 
be a U-shaped spillway with 
three automatically-operat- 
ed gates, It is located near 
the shoreline of Biscayne 
Bay. Other gated control 
structures of varying sizes 
wil be S-196, S-167, and 
S-179. 

The contractor, according 
to Col Tabb, will be re- 
quired to complete two of 
the gated spillways within 
400 calendar days, and the 
excavation and remaining 
water control devices with- 
in 610 calendar days.

$1,814,258 contract for con- 
struction pf 10.4 miles of 
levee along the northeast 

» side of Lake Okeechobee 
Known as Levee 47, it will 
extend from Nubbin Slough 
in Okeechobee County to 
Chancy Bay in Martin Coun- 
ly. This work will tie in 
with another section of Le- 
vee 47 which was placed un 
der contract by the Corps 
of Engineers in July.

One of the oldest of all Christian symbols and se- 
cond only to the cross in richness of medfing is the 
burning candle or taper. Long before Christians began 
to celebrate Christmas as the birthday of our Lord, the 
candle was used to signify Christ as the Light of the 
world. 

The spiritual association of ‘light with God is of 
ancient origin, for God is the Father of light: “And God, 
sami, Let there be light, and there was light." The psalm- 
ist who exclaimed, * 


in thy light shall we see light" 
also prayed that we may "walk, O Lord, in'the light of 
thy countenance.” 

When Prophet spoke of the coming 
Messiah, he used the language of light: “The poeple 
that walked in darkness have seen a great light; they 
that dwell in the land of the shadow of death, upon 
them hath the light shined. The person of whom he 
spoke is Christ the true light, which lighteth 
every man that cometh into the world." He is that “light 
that lightens the Gentiles.”
